"Party Type Pie" 


"A real party type pie" was Miss 


Linehan's peach pie, the first recipe 
she used at Wednesday's session. 
She lined, a nine-inch pie plate 
with pastry and placed peach halves 
over the crust. The peaches were 
placed cut side down, well drained. 


The meringue for the topping In- 


cluded two egg whites beaten until 
stiff into which was added one cup 
of sugar, two tablespoons of melted 
butter and one teaspoon of vanilla. 
Miss Linehan spooned the meringue 
over the top of the fruit. It was 
baked at 375 degrees until the crust 
turned brown. This was about 35 
minutes. "This recipe can be varied 
with other fruits," she said. 


Jellied Egg Salad 


Something cool and tempting for 


the summer table was Miss Line- 
han's jellied egg salad. She dis- 
solved one package of Lemon Jel- 
lo in one cup of hot water and 
added one half cup of cold water, 
two tablespoons of vinegar, one 
half 
cup 
of 
mayonnaise 
and 


blended carefully all these ingre- 
dients with a rotary «gg beater. 
She poured the mixture into «. 
refrigerator freezing tray for about 
20 minutes. She turned the mix- 
ture into a bowl and. whipped tt 
with an egg beater until it w*s 
fluffy. To this was added three 
diced, hard-cooked eggs, one fourth 
cup of diced celery and one table- 
spoon each of diced green pepper, 
pimiento and onion. She arranged 
one sliced hard-cooked egg on the 
bottom of an antique copper mold 
before pouring in the gelatine. 


"After the mold is firm," said

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Pennsylvania Ranks Third In 
U.S. In Artificial Breeding 
In Dairy Herds, Zettle States

D u r i n g 
1954, 
Pennsylvania 


ranked third in the United States 
ta the number of cows bred arti- 
ficially. Only two states, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, ranked ahead of 
Pennsylvania and both of these 
states have considerably greater 
cow populations. 


Farmers in Pennsylvania are 


breeding a greater percentage of 
their cows artificially than farm- 
ers in any other "dairy" state. 
The 408,922 cows bred artificially 
last year represent an increase 
of 30,000 cows over 1953, and com- 
prise about 43 per cent of all cows 
and heifers of breeding age in 
the state. 


The continued rapid growth of 


the artificial breeding program re- 
flects farmer confidence in the 
program. By breeding up their 
herds through use of superior sires 
they can operate on a more ef- 
ficient basis. This practice, com- 
bined with a sound feeding and 
management program, is the key 
to success In dairying under pres- 
ent conditions. 
Spray Those Evergreen Red Mites! 


Some evergreen trees have a 


pest known as the red mite. 
Spruce, arborvitae, hemlock, and 
juniper often are heavily infested 
with red mites. The first evidence 
of red mites on evergreens is the 
appearance of small, gray, or yel- 
lish spots on the needles. Later 
the foliage becomes bronze in col- 
or, and heavily infested needles 
may drop from the tree. The en- 


tire tree is likely to lose its vigor, 
and at best have an unhealthy 
look about it. 


The mites are very, very small. 


and pretty hard to detect with the 
naked eye. They'll very in color 
from 
a 
reddish-brown 
to 
pale 


green. You'll find the mites will 
spin fine, silken webs over the 
needles, too. And all stages of the 
pest you'll find during the early 
summer. 


Right now's the time to think 


about red mite control on your 
evergreens. To prevent injury from 
this pest, you'll want to begin 
treatment in late May. There are 
two or three combinations that'll 
do the trick for you . . . in fact, 
they're easier to use than they 
are to pronounce. One is Aramite. 
The second is Ovotran. and the 
third is Malathion. Any one of 
them . . . ARAMITE, OVOTRAN, 
OR MALATHION . . . is about as 
good as the other. Be sure to follow 
the directions on the container. 


Incidentally, you can often check 


mites by syringing the tree from 
' top to bottom with water from 
your garden hose. Do this water 
spraying once a week for best re- 
sults.

WORK REPORT

The Littlestown Borough Council-

Progress will be more rapid with 
the laying of the ten-inch main 
and the construction of the build- 
ing. It "was also reported that the 
first "right-of-way" for the laying 
of the ten-inch main had just re- 
cently been received and one more 
was necesary before the main can 
be constructed. This

Is expected to be obtained within 
a few days. The permit for cross- 
ing the state highway on the Bon- 
neauville Rd. has also been re- 
ceived and constructed of the main 
is expected to start within a few 
weeks. 


Some cleaning of the- quarry has

He gave It “a 50-50 chance*' of 
gaining committee approval.

discrimination in employment be­ 
cause of race, creed, color or na­ 
tional origin. 
'•We're giving the 
bill every 
chance.” Wagner said in an inter­ 
view. “We have had many view­ 
points offered to us and they are 
being considered.” 
Wagner said after a committee 
meeting Tuesday night that about I 
members of the 18-man committee , 
now favor the bill; another 7 are 
against it and 4 committee mem­ 
bers are undecided. He declined 
to Identify how Individual senators 
are involved in the lineup.

FEPC failed in the 
Senate Labor Relations Committee 
toy a tie vote. 
The full committee received a 
subcommittee report Tuesday night 
which Wagner said may temper the 
opposition of anti-FEPC lawmak­ 
ers. One recommendation called for 
an amendment declaring: 
”, . .It shall not be an unlawful 
employment practice for any em­ 
ployer to select for employment 
any person who Is best able and 
most competent to perform the 
services required.” 
FEPC backers, although report­ 
edly opposed to the amendment, 
may back it, however, if It aids 
passage. 
The subcommittee also suggested 
that the House-passed bill be re­ 
vised to make the Fair Employ­ 
ment 
Practices 
Commission 
an 
agency within the Department of 
Labor and Industry instead of an 
Independent body. 
Its membership would be Jumped 
from five to nine under the sub­ 
committee 
recommendation. 
In­ 
stead of Its member* receiving s 
fist salary of $11,000 a year, each 
one would receive $15 a day during 
actual sessions. 
Employment discrimination de­ 
cisions would be carried only to 
the Dauphin County Court under 
the subcommittee proposal. The 
administration measure now would 
permit appeals to be carried to 
the courts where the alleged viola­ 
tions occurred.

HARRISBTJRG W> — Chairman 


Wagner (R-Schuylk.'U) Wednesday 
fixed June 14 for a showdown vote by 
Vhe Senate Education Committee 
on fair employment practices legis- 
lation. 


He gave It "a 50-50 chance" of 


gaining committee approval. In 
previous years, Senate committees 
had pigeonholed legislation to ban 
discrimination in employment be- 
cause of race, creed, color or na- 
tional origin. 


"We're giving the bill every 


chance." Wagner said in an inter- 
view. "We have had many view- 
points offered to us and they are 
being considered." 


Wagner said after a committee 


meeting Tuesday night that about 7 
members of the 18-man committee 
now favor the bill; another 7 are 
against it and 4 committee mem- 
bers are undecided. He declined 
to identify how Individual senators 
are involved in the lineup. 


In 1953. FEPC failed in the 


Senate Labor Relations Committee 
by a tie vote. 


The full committee received a 


subcommittee report Tuesday night 
which Wagner said may temper the 
opposition of anti-FEPC lawmak- 
ers. One recommendation called for 
an amendment declaring: 


". . .It snail not be an unlawful 


employment practice for any em- 
ployer to select for employment 
any person who is best able and 
most competent to perform, the 
services required." 


FEPC backers, although report- 


edly opposed to the amendment, 
may back it, however, If it aids 
passage. 


The subcommittee also suggested 


that the House-passed bill be re- 
vised to make the Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Commission an 
agency •within the Department of 
Labor and Industry instead of an 
Independent body. 


Its membership would be jumped 


from five to cine under the sub- 
committee recommendation. In- 
stead'of its members receiving a 
flat salary of $11,000 a year, each 
one would receive $15 a day during 
actual sessions. 


Employment discrimination de- 


cisions would be carried only to 
the Dauphin County Court under 
the subcommittee 
proposal. The 


administration measure now would; 
permit appeals to be carried to 
the courts where the alleged viola- 
tions occurred.

WASHINGTON fi — Tile govern­ 
m ent 
and 
drug 
m anufacturers 
sought today to wrork out differ­ 
ences over what constitutes a safe 
but workable program 
for Salk 
polio vaccine. 
Their disagreem ent yesterday— 
another in a series of develop­ 
m ents which have delayed the na­ 
tionwide 
Inoculation 
program — 
cam e after Surgeon General Leon­ 
ard Scheele reported "we are now 
ready to move ahead.” 


Scheele announced that a new- 
set of m anufacturing and testing 
standards had been prepared and 
a working com m ittee of scientists 
appointed to supervise their opera­ 
tion. He expressed ‘‘hope that we 
can clear mew batches of vaccine) 
at the earliest possible date.” 
But 
when 
the 
new standards 
were outlined to representatives of 
the 
drug 
m anufacturers, 
they 
raised objections w-hich necessitat­ 
ed further conferences today. 
Standards Not Cleared 
“ The tentative specifications as 
given out were not entirelv satis­ 
factory,” said Homer C. Fritsch, 
executive vice president of Parke. 
Davis A Co.. Detroit. “There are 
a lot of points that need to be 
cleared up 
before 
they 
become 
m inim um standards ” 
The Public Health Service did 
not m ake public the new standards 
and Fritsch did not say to what 
provisions he objected. 
He was the only drug m aker to 
speak out publicly, but he said he 
thought 
representatives 
of 
the 
other five firms licensed to pro­ 


duce the vaccine agreed 
Parke. Davis and Ell Lilly A 
Co.. 
Indianapolis, 
are 
the 
only 
firm s whose product has been re­ 
g e a re d after inspection of their 
plants 
and 
processes 
by 
team s 
from the Public Health Service. 
Results have not yet been an­ 
nounced of sim ilar inspections at 
Wyeth, Inc., M arietta. Pa , and 
Pitman-M oore Co , Zionsville. Iud 
The other two vaccine m akers 
are Sharp A Dohme, Inc., Phila­ 
delphia. still to be Inspected, and 
Cutter laboratories of Berkeley, 
C a lif, whose product wa.s with­ 
drawn last month after a num ber 
of vaccinated children developed 
polio. 
Scheele said release of any fur­ 
ther vaccine from any of the six 
m anufacturers will await recom ­ 
m endations of the special panel 
including Dr. Jonas EJ. Salk of the 
University of Pittsburgh, develop­ 
er of the vaccine, and six other 
m edical experts. 
This group was nam ed to “ rec­ 
ommend action on all lots of vac­ 
cine already produced but not yet 
released and all lots of the vaccine 
which will 
be produced 
in 
the 
future.’* 
The announcement said the pan­ 
el also “ will undertake continuing 
review of the m anufacturing pro­ 
cesses. review testing procedures 
both by the m anufacturers and the 
National Institu’es of Health, eval­ 
uate plant inspections . . . and 
recom m end act.on on the re’.essr 
of each batch of vaccine as it is 
produced ”

CONSIDERING 
OLD PROBLEM 


BUCK HILL FALLS, Pa. LW—The 


208th annual convention of the Lu- 
theran Ministerlum of Pennsylva- 
nia and Adjacent States took under 
consideration today an old prob- 
lem: In what manner shall the 
Lutheran Church receive ministers 
transferring from other denomina- 
tions? 


The problem was discussed at the 


1954 
convention, when a special 


committee of six was appointed to 
study the matter. The committee's 
report was presented to the 1955 
convention today, along with notice 
that a minority report would bring 
the matter to the floor of the con- 
vention for a decision. 


On Tuesday, the convention, by a 


vote of 219-135, rejected an amend- 
ment to the church constitution that 
would spell out the duties of its 
president. 


Need Two-Thirds 
Vote 


The amendment was approved at 


the churchwide convention of the 


ULCA In Toronto, Canada, last Oc- 
tober. It must receive approval of 
two-thirds of the church's 32 syn- 
ods. 


The mlnlsterium Is the largest 


and oldest of the synods. 


The constitution now designates 


the church president as administra- 
tive head of the church. The 
"leader and counsellor in matters 
spiritual and temporal" and delin- 
eate his administrative responsibil- 
ities. 


The delegates approved three mi- 


nor amendments which provide for 
election of delegates to ULCA con- 
ventions,' specify that the church 
meet every two years in October 
and provide for officers and their 
tenure.

land and Czechoslovakia—he said.

wafies. prices, expansion. 


They have gathered for the an- 


nual meeting of the American' Iron 
& Steel Institute. Formal discus- 
sions will be on the technical prob- 
lems and accomplishements of the 
industry. 


But in the corridors the earnest 


talk will be of what to do about 
wages, prices and expansion. What 
the steel industry does could help 
set a national pattern. 


Steel Talks Soon 


Wage talks with the CIO United 


Steehvorkers open in a couple of 
weeks in Pittsburgh. Rumor has 
it that the union will ask for a 
wage increase of more than 16 


a Western stand that the proposed 
Big Four conference should not 
try to find solutions for any of the 
problems. Its task, he said, is to

solution which may require years 
to develop.

Steel executives in New York 


today will have a chance to com- 
pare x'iews on how big a price 
hike to plan and how effective 
customer resistance might be. 


The question of expansion grows 


out of the unexpected size of the 
industry's boom. It is operating 
at 
almost 
full 
capacity. Some 


companies are parceling out cer- 
tain steel products to their custo- 
mers. Reserve capacity has dis- 
appeared, for the time at least.
